In order that citizens of this electorate may have some 
idea of how Mr. George Coote ia regarded by seasoned 
opinion at the Capital, the following editorial is copied 
from the Ottawa Citizen: 

“In George Coote’s able speech on the budget last Fri¬ 
day, he commended the government upon the decision td 
appoint a royal commission to inquire into the whole 
question of Canadian banking and the monetary system. 
He expressed the hope that 1 the government would ge^. 
the right type of men on this commission; he mentioned 
men of the type of John Maynard Keynes, Lord MacMil¬ 
lan or RL Hon. Reginald McKenna, with Canadian repre¬ 
sentatives also capable of contributing to an unbiased 
report. 

“The member for Macleod would himself be an excel¬ 
lent Canadian representative on the royal commission. 
There is no better informed man in the House on mone¬ 
tary policy. Perhaps there are obstacles to the appoint¬ 
ment of members of parliament to the commission. It is 
to be hoped, however, that the commissioners, or at least 
one commissioner, will represent the interests of the Can¬ 
adian people as consumers. So much attention is given 
to production whenever financial policy is considered, the 
tendency ia to ignore the equally important factor of con¬ 
sumption. 

“The function of money is surely to facilitate the flow 
of industry’s output from production to consumption. The 
tokens of currehcy differ from street car tickets or milk 
tickets mainly because they can be excKhnged for any¬ 
thing on sale in the retail stores or elsewhere. Like 
freight cars on the railway, money tokens have a useful 
function to perform in the system of distribution. In a 
civilized country it should be no more necessary to have 
gold behind the money tokens than it is to have the rail¬ 
way tracks made of gold. The real basis of the monetary 
system is confidence. When confidence disappeared in 
the United States recently, the system cracked—although

THE GREATEST INJUSTICE 


WM. DYCE ALLAN

An experience has come to attention, that unfortunate¬ 
ly is much less rare than it should be. A farmer, not far 
from here, bought a section of land in 1917 paying $50.00 
an acre. A few years before this, this farm had been 
purchased for less than one third of that sum. However, 
in 1917, prices were good, and the price was paid on the 
strength of the excellent crop prospects. Unfortunately 
in the August of 1917 the crop was completely hailed, de¬ 
stroying the revenue for that year through no fault of 
the purchaser. The following year, when wheat was still 
good in price, the yield was poor owing to drought. And 
so on, through the ups and downs of succeeding years. In 
thfe meantime, as an accommodation to the seller, the far¬ 
mer got a loan from a loan company, to pay off the large 
part of the amount owing. He has been struggling to 
hold on to the land and meet the demands of the loan 
company. Interest charges and taxes amounted to ap¬ 
proximately $1400, and in recent years it has been im¬ 
possible to meet this amount. Last year the company fore¬ 
closed on him. 

In the years since the purchase, this farmer has paid 
out over $40,000 on the original price of $32,000 (a top 
price by the way). Yet despite the payment - of this 
$40,000, which represents the effort of the. best years of 
a man’s life, he has been foreclosed, and now stands well 
up in years, stripped of the reward of fifteen years of 
labor. 

He has been industrious and capable, keeping his farm 
clean and productive. He will probably be replaced by a 
man much less capable and experienced. The district has 
lost an excellent farmer. Moreover the man has been 
financially ruined through the curse of interest There are 
many who maintain that under the whei^t prices of the 
last three years, a farmer cannot pay 8 per cent interest, 
and survive. It is a legalized Jiold-up, condoned by the 
government. —— . 

Back in the war years, when wheat threatened to soar 
to $3.00 the government had no hesitation in stepping in 
and preventing exploitation of the buyer by forming a 
Wheat Board and holding prices to a maximum of $2.Q0 
a bushel. Today, conditions are even more glaringly 
awry, but now it is interest which is soaring far above the 
ability of the primary producer aad normal citizen to pay. 
Why is there any more difficulty in bringing interest 
charges under control ? 

Not only, have the inexorable demands of money lenders 
(demands sanctioned by government) brought financial 
ruin to thousands of Canada’s finest citizens But worse 
still, these demands tacitly supported by the government 
have produced discouraged and embittered citizens who 
.know that under all laws of justice, they have been robb¬ 
ed of the labors of a life time.

While Canada is wrestling with various methods by 
which the plight of the farmer can be relieved, President 
Roosevelt is also attacking his farm problem with great 
aggressiveness. ~L— 

Several plans are being weighed in the balance. One 
of these, receiving some favorable support, provides that 
the Federal government will rent a certain amount of 
farm land and keep it idle, paying the farmer as much 
as the profit he would get if it were planted to corn, 
wheat or similar crop. The farmer would be saved some 
labor, .receive as much as if 100 per cent, of the land had 
been used, and will reduce the quantity of corn or wheat 
on hand. The looked-for result would be higher prices 
next fall. The proportion of land left idle in . this way 
has been mentioned as 10 per cent. 

Applied to the cotton farmer, the suggested plan is as 
follows. The cost of planting, raising and picking a 
pound of cotton is placed at seven cents. The government 
asks the cotton grower to refrain from growing a portion 
of his new crop,'but instead to spend his seven cents in 
buying some of the immense stock of cotton already in 
possession of the government. The government will give 
an option of this at seven cents. Then labor will again 
be saved, there will be less cotton in existence, and prices 
as a consequence should be higher. The option gives an 
opportunity that might bring some money. 

In the third plan, the farmer and- miller are both ap¬ 
proached. The farmer, in consideration of keeping idle, 
a certain number of acres will be paid a bonus amounting 
to the difference between the price of wheat this year and 
the price prior to 1914. The mi Her on the other hand, is 
free to buy his wheat at whatever price he can get it at, 
but must pay a tax to the government equal to the differ¬ 
ence between the price of wheat today and the price 
prior to 1914.

ceive full value. But if the exported product passes 
through various hands before being consigned to the ex¬ 
port market, will the original producer share in the bene¬ 
fit of stabilization. Unquestionably the scheme was in¬ 
stituted for the benefit of the primary producer, but econ¬ 
omists are at present trying to figure out who actually 
will profit. 

“Animals, meats (bacon and hams), poultry, fresh fish 
canned fish, tobacco, cheese, milk products, canned fruit 
and vegetables, honey and maple products eggs, all come 
.come under the bonused class.” It looks as if canners and 
packers will have much better opportunity to benefit, 
than the man who gy6\Vs the fruit, vegetables, tobacco, 
pork, etc. In the same way, it will be the exporter of cat 
tie, rather than the producer who will be most closely in 
touch. In the case of the Red Label beef for instance, 
will the rancher and the feeder split the difference made 
by the stabilized price, or what adjustment will be made? 

It is an interesting question and though some are in¬ 
clined to think that the greater benefit will be.enjoyed by 
the final exporter, yet there seems little doubt that the 
scheme will have favorable reaction to every party con¬ 
cerned in production. The export market, stimulated by 
the stabilization will absorb a greater amount of surplus 
product, and set a generally better price in the domestic 
market.

At the seventh meeting of the 
Board of Okotoks-High River Full- 
Time Health Unit held recently in 
High River, the following minuted 
and resolutions were made and pass¬ 
ed. There were present: H. Denning 
M.D. of Stockland; E. King, Vulcan; 
J. A. Schmidt, Blackie; A. Vine, L.I. 
D 160; Dr McNichol, chairman, High 
River; Dr. McGugan, Dept, of Health 
Dr. Saunders, Health Unit; F.L. Watt 
secretary. ( 

Dr. Saunders in opening his re¬ 
marks referred to the benefits which 
be felt he had received from the Pub¬ 
lic Health Course taken at Toronto 
During the last months of 1632. He 
then gave a full report and details of 
all work done by the Unit since tha 
previous meeting. Doctor Sounders! 
report Was approved on motion of 
Messrs. Denning and King.—Carried. 

Doctor McGugan in giving his re¬ 
port, stressed the importance of the 
educative activities that should be 
carried on so far as the public are 
concerned for the balance of the trial 
term which is approximately fifteen 
months. At the expiration of that 
time the several municipalities, towns 
and villages will presumably be in 
the position of having to make up 
the portion of the expense now borne 
by the Rockafelow Institute, and to 
decide whether this Unit is to be con¬ 
tinued. Doctor McGugan then gave 
a financial statement of the Unit and 
advising that the expenditures up to 
the present time had been within the 
budget provided for same. He referr¬ 
ed to the fact that the towns of Tur¬ 
ner Valley and Black Diamond, al¬ 
though obligated to contribute to the 
coBt, have not up to the present time, 
paid anything on account of this. Dr. 
McGugan’s report was adopted on 
motion of Messrs. Denning and King. 
—Carried. 

The matter of services which have 
been and still are being extended to 
the towns of Turner Valley and Black 
Diamond, came up for considerable 
discussion, following which there 
was a motion by Messrs. Schmidt and 
Vine, as follows: That the officials 
of these towns, also the school boards 
and' the representatives of the Gov¬ 
ernment, who may have charge of the 
financial affairs of these towns, be 
advised that unless at least one half 
of the assessment made against them 
and which they agreed to take care of 
is paid by the first of June, that all 
Services which are being given by the 
staff of the Unit will be discontinued 
at that time.—Carried. 


Donovan’s wife was suing her hus¬ 
band for maintenance. After hear¬ 
ing both sides of the case, the magis¬ 
trates consulted. Presently the chair¬ 
man of the Bench addressed Donovan. 
“We have decided,” he said, “to allow 
your wife ten dollars a week.” Don¬ 
ovan beamed back at him, and said: 
“Why, shure, and that’s very gener¬ 
ous of you. I’ll see if I can add a 
dollar or'two now and again.” 


Highly disease- resistant wheats 
have now been produced that are per¬ 
fectly satisfactory from the stand¬ 
point of quality and agronomic be¬ 
havior, the associate committee on 
field crop diseases announced at the 
conclusion of its fifth annual meeting 
here. JOt. C. H. Goulden of tne Do¬ 
minion Rust Research Laboratory, 
presented the report. 

“It seems that out of 33 strains in 
the co-operative tests of 1932 at least 
six are suitable for distribution to 
farmers, but only small quantities of 
seed are available at present and it 
will take two seasons to increase the 
quantity available to the required 
jioint,” the report said. “In tne 

eantime, commercial milling tests 
will be made on the strains selected 
and further field tests, with a view to 
reducing their number to two or three 
adapted to the varying conditions to 
be found in the wheat-growing area.” 

Although six strains have been se¬ 
lected as being particularly promis¬ 
ing, a total of 32 strains, including 
the six, will be subjected to co-opera¬ 
tive tests this year. 

Approximately 6,000 test plots will 
be required to perform the agronom¬ 
ic tests on the strains. Probably 
3,000 loaves of bread will be baked 
and examined. Marquis, Reward, 
Geres and Huron have been selected 
as standards to be used in the tests 
for measuring the agronomic, milling 
and baking qualities. The strains will 
be groWn at 13 points in the prairie 
provinces, including four in Alberta. 


What this country needs is a white¬ 
wash that will not collapse at the 
first heavy rainstorm, because as ev¬ 
eryone knows, rain follows immed¬ 
iately after any whitewashing job. 
There are two mixtures which are us¬ 
ed, one for interior and the other for 
extericr use. 

To make whitewash stick well, it is 
suggested that 8 ounces of alum be 
added to either mixture given below. 
To give a gloss to the whitewash, 2 
pounds of cheap soap dissolved in hot 
water should be added. To greatly 
improve the disinfectant qualities, 
add 2 ounces of crude carbolic acid, 
to intensify the white appearance, 
add 1 teaspoonful of ultra marine 
blue to each bucket of whitewash. • 

Here is the whitewash formula for 
interior use: Slake 60 pounds of lime 
in 12 gallons of hot water. Beat" 2 
pounds of rye flour in half a gallon 
of cold water, then 114 gallons of 
boiling water. Dissolve 2 Vi: pounds 
of common salt in 2 gallons of hot 
water. Mix the salt solution with 
the flour solution and then pour it 
into the solution'of lime. 

For exterior use: Slake 60 pounds 
of lime in 10 gallons of hot water. 
Dissolve 2V4 pounds of common salt 
and 1 pound of zinc sulphate in 2 gal 
ions of boiling water, and mix with 
the lime solution. Add 1V4 gallons 
of warm skim milk. Stir well. Apply 
with calcimine brush or spray. 

One gallon of whitewash will cover 
from 300 to 400 square feet of space, 
depending on how heavily it is ap¬ 
plied.

After a long drawn investigation 
of the Public Works Dept, particu¬ 
larly in regard to relief contracts of 
’31 and ’32, the Legislature has adopt 
ed the report of the Public Accounts 
committee by a vote of 43 to 9. The 
committee has found there were no 
irregularities in the handling of con¬ 
tracts, and no evidence of dishonesty 
on the part of the public works de¬ 
partment. 

The very strong vote in favor of 
adoption of the report, indicates the 
sentiment of ’legislative members. 
The comment of Mr. Moyer of Drum- 
heller, was “we went out looking tor 
big game and came back only witn 
worms for another Ashing trip.” 

The vote of 43 to 9 represented 31 
members of the Government, 5 Con¬ 
servatives, 4 Independents and 3 La¬ 
bor. Nine Liberals headed by Mr. 
Howson were opposed to the adop¬ 
tion, still maintaining that charges 
had been established. Mr. George 
Webster of Calgary, displayed a stur¬ 
dy independence of mind. Although 
criticizing the government, he declar¬ 
ed that the Howson charges were 
“far too sweeping,” and was absent 
from the House when the vote was 
taken. Mr. Bossenberry of Pincher 
was also absent. 

J. J. Bowlen of Calgary, said that 
he would not have taken part in the 
debate had it not been for one partic¬ 
ular contract, that being the one from 
Redcliff to Kininville, which he 
thought was high in price, and award 
ed without tender. 

Premier Browniee, speaking to the 
Howson resolution, emphasized the 
seriousness of the word “scandal" 
that appeared' among the charges. 
■While it could be realized that mis¬ 
takes might creep into any depart¬ 
ment, he had from the outset absolute 
confidence in the honesty and integ¬ 
rity of the minister of public works 
and his department The government 
had not a dollar of campaigns funds 
and no contractor had made any con¬ 
tribution of the kind. 

In his opinion, said the premier, 
there never had been an investigation 
into the acts of a government which 
had resulted in evidence showing 
that there was so little cause for com 
plaint as was the case in this investi¬ 
gation. 

Leaders of the Conservative, Labor 
and Independent parties congratulat¬ 
ed the Minister of Public Works on 
the result of the investigation, and 
all citizens of the province who have 
been following the investigation with 
interest and some anxiety, will also 
extend congratulations to Mr. Mc¬ 
Pherson on his complete exoneration. 

In many respects the investigation 
has been worth while. It has cleared 
the'air and established confidence. 

It is the prerogative and duty of 
the opposition to question and to 
criticize where it may seem advisable 
But it was apparently felt from the 
onset of the attack, even by several 
of the Liberal members, that Mr. 
Howson’a accusations were immoder¬ 
ate and unwarranted. 

Fifty extra mounties have been 
put on at St John, N.B. because of 
unrest amongst unemployed. 

The A.M.A. has urged the Canadian 
government to complete the portion 
of the Big Bend highway which B. C. 
is unable to complete. This is an 80 
mile stretch to have been undertaken 
by B. C.

The Railway Bill has been making 
tedious progress through the Com¬ 
mons. Even so recently as a year 
ago, taxpayers of the Dominion were 
largely of the opinion that the identi¬ 
ty of the C.N.R. must be maintained, 
despite the burden on the country.

Pub¬ 
lic control has waned in importance, 
under the more pressing necessity of 
a decrease in taxes. 

It is apparent from the tone of a 
great and influential portion of the 
press that some form of amalgama¬ 
tion of the two transcontinental rail¬ 
roads is finding greater favor than 
Parliament realizes. These newspa¬ 
pers fire not backward in intimating 
that leaders of the Conservative and 
Liberal party are playing politics in 
the Railway Bill, and

a glutton for punishment. The rule 
appears to be that if you do not need 
publicity you can have more than you 
want of it for nothing, whereas if you 
really want it you have to pay for.it. 


Of the farms in Canada 1.55 per 
cent, are located on asphalt pave¬ 
ment, 1.20 per cent on Crete, 3.22 per 
•cent on macadam, 34.88 per cent on 
gravel, 35.23 per cent on improved 
dirt, 21.97 per cent on unimproved 
dirt and 1.93 per cent did not report. 

There are 28.84 per cent of farms 
situated less than 5 miles from a 
town, 29.54 per cent between 5 and 
10 miles, 15.26 per cent between 10 
and 15 miles, 11.83 per cent between 
15 and- 25 miles, 12.24 per cent are 
over 25 miles from a town and 2.28 
per cent did not report. 

There are 61.35 per cent of the 
farms situated less than 5 miles from 
a railway station, 29.87 per cent be¬ 
tween 5 and 10 miles, 9.90 per cent 
between 10 and 15 miles, '4.55 per 
cent between 15 and 25 miles, 2.09 
per cent are over 25 miles from a 
railway station and 2.24 per cent did 
not report.^ 

The number of farms reporting 
tractors in Canada has increased from 
43,578 in 1921 to 97,176 in 1931, an 
increase of 123.00 per cent; similarly 
the number of tractors has increased 
from 47,455 to 105,269 for an increase 
of 121.8 per cent in the same period. 


When the United States was under 
prohibition Canada helped them en¬ 
force the law by placing an embargo 
on the export of beer and spirits to 
that countrq. Now that they are go¬ 
ing off the dry standard they vrill see 
to it themselves that Canadian beer 
and spirits do not'get in if a high 
tariff can keep them out. 


The meeting was attended by all 
members of the executive with the 
exception of the president, Robert 
Gardiner, M.P., who is still in Otta¬ 
wa. Reports were that Mr. Gardiner’s 
health had improved substantially. 

Mrs. Price, president of the U.F. 
W.A., submitted' a resolution from 
that body which was endorsed unani¬ 
mously. It voiced emphatic protest 
over the Rhodes budget, especially 
the -imposition of two cents a pound 
excise tax on sugar. Under present 
conditions and reduced standards of 
living, the imposition was not only 
an additional burden, but an actual 
menace to health, it was maintained.

Under the present system there is 
expensive competition, duplication 
and overlapping. A reasonable offer 
of a merger with the C.P.R. might be 
regarded more favorably than one 
would think. There is the consider¬ 
able sympathy also with the position 
of the C.P.R. the privately owned 
railway, which rejects with spirit the 
proposal of an' arbitrary tribunal of 
the governments appointing to dic¬ 
tate its affairs. It points out that 
there are obligations to shareholders 
which must be considered. 

The Twin Cities Star of. Windsor, 
Ontario comments thus: "The govern 
ment steps in and tells a successful 
private concern, with a long record 
of good management and good ser¬ 
vice that in future its own directors 
will have no Anal control. Invasion 
of private rights is a mild term in de¬ 
scribing such action. It is practically 
confiscation of invested capital—with 
out any compensation for 1 the share¬ 
holders in the shape of dividend guar 
antees.
